Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant representative explained the present invention to the examiner and explained the claim language with 
examples of the invention. 

Applicant representative explained that the present invention has 2 databases in the navigation system. The first 
database contains the initial substance data which is stored in tree structure. The second database contains the update 
substance data which is stored in non-tree structure. If initial substance data is out of date, the update substance data 
is updated to the second database. During searching, the navigation system will search the first database and/or the 
second database. 

Examiner pointed to prior art Tanaka et al. (US 2002/0013658), page 2, paragraph [0039], "...The control unit 8 
retrieves the name and data of the registered location at step 301 in the similar manner as at step 1 01 (FIG. 3). The 
control unit 8 then forms a new search list at step 302 to add the name of the memory location separately from the 
original search list..." paragraph [0040], "...The control unit 8 retrieves the input location name at step 401 in the 
similar manner as at step 201 (FIG. 5), and searches for the target location from the input location name at step 402 by 
using both the original (normal) search list and the new search list..." 

Applicant representative argued that the present invention is using non-tree structure in the update substance data 
which will not be as many as the initial substance data. When user is searching for something that is not in the initial 
substance data but in the update substance date, the navigation system only needs to search fewer substance data 
(e.g. update substance data) which will return a search result faster. 

Examiner aruged 1) Claim 1 does not clearly disclose on when and how the update substance data will be received. 
2) What is the advantage of not using tree structure in the second database (i.e. update substance data) 3) When user 
enters a search, how does the navigation determine which database needs to be searched? If the navigation system 
has to search the initial substance data at the first, after realizing the search data does not exist, the navigation system 
needs to further search the second database (e.g. update substance data). More time is used. 
Also, Claims 6-8 might contain allowable subject matter. Examiner will further do detail searches.
